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INTRODUCTION 


The Liguorian is a monthly periodical published by the Redemptorist 





Fathers at Liguori, Missouri. This index covers thirteen years of publication 


from Volume 31, 1943 through Volume 43, 1955. These years were indexed because 


they represent the years of the periodical's largest cirmlation, and preceded 
its inclusion in the Catholic Periodical Index. 





The Liguorian began publication in 1913, and was published by the 





Redemptorist Fathers at their seminary at Oconomowoc, Wisconsin. It grew out 


of a local periodical circulated among the seminarians. Father Christopher D. 


McEnniry, C.SS.R. was the first editor. Father Augustine T. Zeller, C.SS.R. 


was editor until May of 1932, when he was succeeded by Father Donald F, Miller, 


C.SS.R. Father Mathias J, Huber, C.SS.R. succeeded Father Miller in December 


of 1955. 


In 1947 The Liguorian became too large to be published at the seminary 





at Oconomowoc, Wisconsin, and a publishing house was established at Liguori, 


Missouri. Efforts were made to increase the circulation, and at the end of 


1955 it was around 175,000. In 1943 it had been around 8,000, and in 1947 
around 11,000, 





The Liguorian, a popular Catholic periodical, "Concentrates primarily 
on timely moral and spiritual instruction for average people, with a seasoning 
of humor, satire and storytelling to hold interest. Never fears to tackle 
highly controverted issues, barring such as are purely political." 


The slogan 
is For lovers of good reading. 





The period covered by this index began during the years of World War II, 


and many articles appeared on the war. Many of these were about the arny

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experiences of two editors, who were chaplains. After the war the periodical 
reflected the industrial struggles between capital and labor, and championed the 


cause for labor. During these years covered by the index The Liguorian has 





stood for the rights of the Negro and desegregation. It has been forthright in 
the defense of Christian family life, and has constantly proclaimed the truths 
of the Cmmrch in regard to semal ethics. No political position is taken, but 


the moral responsibilities of politicians and public officials are stated. 


ARRANGEMENT: There are five sections to the index: subject index, 


author index, poems, Catholic Author of the Month and book reviews. All are 





separate alphabets. 

The subject index is arranged alphabetically by subject, and 
chronologically under each one. Since there are so many articles under some 
subjects, the chronological arrangement seems preferable to an alphabetic one 
by title. When the title does not adequately describe what the article is 
| about, a brief annotation has been added, 

The author index is arranged alphabetically by author and chronological- 
ly under each one. Series of articles by one author have been grouped together 
to form subdivisions. 

The poems are indexed under the author, and no annotations have been 
made. The arrangement under the author is chronological. 


Catholic Author of the Month is arranged alphabetically according to 





the author, as are the book reviews. Only book reviews that approximated half 
a page were indexed, as well as any reviews of works by Redemptorists. 


There are many "features" in The Liguorian. These are indexed under the 





specific subject of each single feature, rather than under the general topic. 
No author entries have been made except a general entry for the feature. 


Articles that are not explanatory or descriptive receive the denotation 
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story in parenthesis after the title or annotation, unless this is otherwise 
clear. These articles fall into three classes, each of which are evident from 
the annotation. First, there are historical articles or those which relate 
incidents. Next, there are explanatory or descriptive articles told within the 


framework of a story. And finally, there are stories usually with moral implica- 


tions. 


Cross references are used extensively because of the close similarity 
of many of the subjects. See references are made from various forms of subject 


headings to the one found most suitable to this index. See also references are 


for related subjects.
